CLUB COMMENT 


This evening we are indebted to Sheffield Wednesday for agreeing to 
come and visit Valley Parade in a friendly game. Through the years 
they have been held in high regard and there was disappointment in May 
1966 in Yorkshire when they went down to Everton by 3-2 after leading 
at one time 2—0. 

Their team that afternoon was: Springett (R.); Smith, Megson; Eustace, 
Ellis, Young; Pugh, Fantham, McCalliog, Ford and Quinn with McCalliog 
and Ford being the scorers. On Saturday at Old Trafford, where they 
went down by the only goal of the game to Manchester United, they 
took the ficld with the following team:—Springett (P.); Smith, Burton; 
Eustace, Mobley, Young; Irvine, McCalliog, Fantham, Pugh and Woodall 
with Ellis as substitute. 

Wednesday were founded in 1866 and were elected to the First 
Division of the Football League in 1892 and were League champions in 
seasons 1902~3, 1903-4, 1928-29 and 1929-30. They won the FA Cup 
in 1896, 1907 and 1935, being losing finalists in 1966. 

Their ground at Hillsborough is 115 yards by 75 yards and their 
playing strip is composed of royal blue shirts with white sleeves and 
collar, white shorts and royal blue stockings. Last week their team 
manager, Mr. Jack Marshall, resigned, and at the moment playing affairs 
are in the hands of Mr. Tom McAnearncy, a former player with the 
club, who went to Wednesday, in October last year, from Aldershot, 
where he had been team manager. 

The record attendance at Hillsborough is 72,841 against Manchester 
City on February 17th 1934 in the 5th round of the FA Cup while record 
receipts were established in the FA Cup semi-final between Tottenham 
eoubur and Nottingham Forest on April 29th 1967. They totalled 
£36,356. 


OUR VISITORS 


PETER SPRINGETT (goalkeeper) has Under 23 honours and started his 
League carecr with Queens Park Rangers with whom he made his 
first team debut in April 1963. Born at Fulham, he came to Sheffield 
in exchange for his elder brother, Ronald. 


WILFRED SMITH (right back) is a former Youth International who 
joined the club at the age of 15 in September 1961. Was born in 


Germany of English parents and made his League debut in December 
1964, 


DONALD MEGSON (left back) captained Wednesday at Wembley in the 
1966 FA Cup Final against Everton. Born at Hale, Cheshire, he 
came as an amateur in October 1952, turning professional in June 
1953 and made his debut in November 1959. 


PETER EUSTACE (right half) became an apprentice professional for 
two years before becoming a full professional in June 1962. Was 
spotted while playing with Stocksbridge and made his League debut 
in August 1962. 


VICTOR MOBLEY (centre half) is another player with Under 23 honours. 
Born at Oxford, he was with Oxford City, the Isthmian League club. 
joining Wednesday as a pro. in August 1961. Made his debut in 
April 1964. 


SAMUEL ELLIS (centre half) played in the 1966 Cup Final with only 
a handful of League games behind him. Born at Ashton-under—Lyne, 
he became a professional in September 1964, 

‘GERALD YOUNG (cit half) was rapped. for-England-agsinst Weles “io 
1965. Born at South Shiclds, he was signed in 1955, and made his 
League debut in March 1957 in the attack. 


ARCHIBALD IRVINE (outside right) cost Wednesday a fee in the region 
of £20,000 in September last year when signed from the Scottish First 
Division club Airdriconians. 

FAMES McCALLIOG (inside right) hails from Glasgow and had a brief 
spell with Leeds United as an amateur before he moved to Chelsea. 
Wednesday secured him in October 1965 and he did not miss a League 
game last season. Is a Scottish International and Under :23 
representative. 

JOHN FANTHAM (inside right) is a native of Sheffield who turned 
professional with Wednesday in October 1956, making his debut in 
February 1958. Has one England cap. 

JOHN RITCHIE (centre forward) was signed from Stoke City for a fec 
in region of £70,000 in November 1966 and was the club’s leading 
scorer last season. Born at Kettering, he played for Kettering Town 
before Stoke signed him on in June 1962. 


GRAHAM PUGH (inside left) is a native of Hoole, near Chester. He 


was signed as an apprentice in August 1963 and became a professional 
on his 17th birthday. 


DAVID FORD (outside Iecft) is a product of Sheffield schoolboy soccer 
and is a former Sheffield Boys and Yorkshire Grammar Schools 
player. Made his debut on a tour of Germany in August 1964.
